We 
have endeavour* d^ as much as pof- 
fibhy to avoid making our Re- 
marks on the fame Places, where 
others have toucFd, who have gone 
hefire us ; hut where the Thing 
was' fo flagrantly fcandalous, as 
not to he paft over, we thought fit 
hy a new Attack to finifh the De- 
feat In Regard to the Affairs of 
Scotland, in which his Jalfe Af- 
fertibns are luxurioufly abundant ; 
we have dwelt lefs than we firfl 
^deftp^dl on that Part of this Hif- 
Tory; upon Information that fome 
Gentlemen of that Country had un- 
dertaken this peculiar Province,

make him fometimes fall into the 
groffefi Ahfurdities^ and mujl con- 
vince his Reader^ that he was a 
much weaker Man, than the 
Jf^orld heliev^d him.

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His Malice to the four lafi 
'Princes y of a Race, who, if w^ 
may believe the Scotch Hijlorians^ 
have governed him and his j^ncef- 
tors two thou/and Tears, is very 
maccomtaUe : This Paffim Jeems 
to he fo very mjatiahle^ as not to 
he the natural Growth of a iWr 
thern Climate, hut to have heei^ 
brm^t with him from the other 
Side of the Alps. It is Pity thc^ 
he took fo kng a Jotfrney only to 
Italianize a Scotch Man, and 
make m hetter Improfvement.

We Jhall detain the Reader no 
longer in this Preface, hut only to 
M him know, that the principal 
Motive to this Undertaking was

be always moft dull when moft 
angry, by which he iecms to lo(c a 
great deal of his Aim and Defign, 
which is to make the. Reader enter 
into his Sentiments, by cnflamingas 
well, as deceiving him. In this he 
would have iiicceeded better if he 
had wrap'd his > Poifbn in a more 
palatable Vehicle, to have made it 
;one down the glibber ; but his Ma- 
ice is fo very pointlefs, impotent, 
iand blunt, as to carry ilo Edge, and 
only teax and haggle die Throat 
which he would cur. 

The firft Remark we fliall make, 
is the ill Blood which he carries thro* 
the whole Book againft the Royal 
Family and the Epilcopal Church in 
Scotland. The very firll time that he 
mentions the King and Bifhops, 
even in his Preface, is to let the 
World know that they were guilty 
of very great Errors. This he pretends- 
to have had from his Father, who, 
he fays himfclf, was a very great

Royalift. The Confirmation of this^ 
we have from aPcrfon of mdcii bet- 
ter Credit, who, finec the Publica-' 
tion of this Book, has oblig'd the 
World with a fmall Sketch of the 
Author's Life j in which he fays, the 
Father of the Bifhop was a Perfon of 
inviolable AfFe<5fcion to the King; 
and that if he had liv'd longer, he 
would have very much lamented to 
have fccn the ill Condu(5l:, and 
worfc Principles, of his Sonj fb that 
it is highly improbable that fo vir- 
tuous a Man fhould have given him 
fuch wrong and unjuft Imprcfliohs 
of any Body, efpccialty his Prince, 
to wnofe Caufe he was fo zealoufly 
attached, and to whom he ow'd a 
Juftice as well as Duty. The next 
thing worthy Obfervation, is the 
terrible Chara(5tcr which he gives of 
his own Country and Religion : For, 
p. 6. he tells us, " The Reformation 
*' of Scotland was Popular and Par- 
" liamentary j the Crown was, du- 

** ring 
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** tidg this Titne, cither on the Head 
" of a Queen who was abfent, or of 
*' a King that was an Infant. During 
" his: Minority, Matters were carried 
" on by the feveral Regents, fo as 
" was jn oft agreeable to the prevai- 
" ling Humour of the Nation : But 
" when K!ing fames came to be of 
" Age^i he found two Parties in the 
** Kingdom ; the one was of thofe 
*' who wifli'd well to the Intereft of 
** the Queen his Mother, then a Pri- 
*' foner in England ; thefe • were 
*' either profcls'd Papifts, or Meh 
*' believ'd indifferent to all' Religion ; 
** the reft were hcrf inveterate Ene- 
^^ mies^ zealous for a Reformation, 
*^ and fixt in a Dependance on the 
** Crown of Erigland, ©"c." This 
Dependance on the Crown of Eng- 
land was certainly, at this Jiincfhire, 
as treafohably criminal in Scotland^ as 
in any other Monarchy or Govern* 
ment in the World ; for England 
Avas, at this time, as much a foreign 

G Country, 
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Country, in regard to Scotland^ as 
China', and every Correfpondence 
with that Crown was adbual Treafon, 
without the Privity and Content of 
the Prince then reigning. But flip- 
pofing a Polfibility of this univerfal 
Defection, as to Loyalty, i^ it con- 
ceivable that the Preaching of fome 
turbulent and (editions Enthufiafts, 
in (o fhort a time, fhould (o totally 
extinguilh all Scnfe of Honour and 
Virtue, nay, common Humanity, in 
fo gallant a People as the Scotch 
Nation had been for fo many Ages 
before? Shall it be faid that none 
but Papifts and J Atheifts* adked like 
Chriftians, or at lead were ^ti^ep- 
tible of noble and generous Pailions, 
fo far as to commifcrate Beauty and 
Majefty in Diflreft, and to liavc 
fome Bowels for that perfecutcd In- 
nocence, whofe Story fill'd all the 
unprejudic'd Part of Mankind with 
as much Indignation as Pity? 

Let 
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Let the reverend Author fay what 
he pleafes, I can never believe the 
Scotch Nation fo totally abandoned, 
biit that there were great Numbers 
of good Proteftants, who^ in Obedi- 
ence to the Precepts of their holy. 
Heligion, condemned the MadneJs 
and Impiety of thofe Times, and 
ftill retained a Senfe of their Duty 
and Allegiance to their Prince, with 
an hearty Abhorrence of that unna- 
tural Rebellion, fo contrary to the 
pofitive Commands of God Al- 
mighty deliver'd in the holy Saip- 
tures. 

The next Injufticc is a pofitive 
Aflcrtion, contrary to all moral Cer- 
titude, in which there is as much 
want of Charity as AlTurance.

fee what Archbifhop Sfotfzvoody a 
Writer of much more undifpurcd 
Probity, fays of this Matter. Spotfzo* 
f. 3^4. ** Mucli perplex'd he was 
" (/. ^.. the King) with the Reports 
** of the Duke of Lenox his Death, 
** who partly thro' Grief, partly thro* 
" the long and troublefome Journey 
" he made in that cold and rainy 
*-' Seafon, contradled 3 Fever at his 
" cx>ming to Paris', whereof after a 
" few Days he died. Some Hours 
" before his expiring, there came to 
" him a Prieft or two to d<> their ac- 
*^ cuftom'd Service, whom he would 
" not admit, profcflins to die in the 
*' Faith of the Church of Scotland^ 
^* and to keep the Oath which he had

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f* given to the King inviolate. This 
** the* King made to be proclaim'd at 
** Edinburghi that the People might . 
" fee what Wrong the Duke had 
*' fuftain'd , during his Abode ia 
*' the Realm, by the uncharitable 
*' Sufpicions both of Minifters and 
" others." The Reader will here 
plainly {ee his Difingenuity in fup- 

Erefling this Account, which he muft 
ave known ; bedaufe he owns him- 
^ ielf to have, read this Hiftory of 
Spotfaoodt and which no Body could 
have doubted, if he had not thought 
fit to have told us fo. Now, in Con- 
tradidlion to this Authority, he bold- 
ly aflerts that the Duke of Lem^ 
was a Papift. What greater Certi- 
tude can we have of any Man*s Re-, 
ligipn, than j^'hcn in. his laft Agony 
he avows with his expiring Breath 
that he dies^ in the lame Opii^ion^ 
which he profefs'd during Life i Andt 
what makes it ftill the more indubi-j 
table, is, that he was now in a.pdn 

pifli 
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pifh Part of the World, ^hctc, if 
he had been of that Perfuafion, there 
is no room to imagine but he would 
have died in the Religion of the 
Country. More than all this, here 
is the SandHon of publick Authority, 
an A(5t of the Government, a Procla- 
mation by the King to declare this 
Matter to the People. This is fuch 
a Teftimony of a private Subject's 
Keligion^ which I believe no Man in 
Scotland ever had before or fince. 
After the Notoriety of this Fa<5t-, 
what can we think of an Author who 
has the Confidence, in Gontradi(5tion 
to all thefe Motives of Credibility, 
thus to afHrm that this Nobleman was 
a Papift ? This is not only the Height 
of Injuftice to the Dead, but an Im- 
pofition on the Living, as well as 
the greatcft Arrogance in regard to 
God Almighty, thus to aflume th6 
Prerogative of Omnifcience, by daring 
to enter into the (ecret Recefles of 
^an*s Mind. So that after all, as 

there 



there is no room left for the Pofli- 
bility of a Miftake, or Ignorance, 
we muil charge him with ailerting a 
pofitive Untruth , contrary to his 
own Knowledge and the Convidion 
of his Gonfcience. 

This is the Man, who declares thac 
he cannot do God and the World 
greater Service than by publifhing 
this Book, which he feems to dedi- 
cate to the Searcher of all Hearts, by 
that moft folemn Appeal which he 
makes to him as Witne(s of the 
Truths which he affcrts. If thefc, 
and {uch as thefe, are the Services 
which he has rendered to God Al- 
mighty, it is to Jbe hop*d that he 
heartily repented in his lad Mo- 
ments J otherwife, without any Breach 
of Chriftian Charity, we have reafon 
to be very much afraid, that fome- 
body elfe has by this time paid him 
his Wages. But I will dwell no lon- 
ger on this Part of his Impiety ^ it

fills me, as it mud the Rcadef, with 
too miich Horror. 

Not content to injure private Pef- 
fbns, he judges with the fame Raft- 
iicils of Princes ; he firft charges po-'

Matter. The Reader will beft judge, 
of his Charity by his own Wordfe,

** Seaton, afterwards Chancellor arid

" he fiuaied fo ofuretheTafifis that 
" he wotdd. eomiipe 'at them. A 
" Letter xoas alfo writ to the Pope 
■' hy him^ g^'^^^ jijfurance of thisi 
*' whichy when it came to be fuh^ 
" lipjd hy Bellarmin, upon the P.ro^ 
*' fecution of the Recafaftts, after the 
^ Difeovery of the Gunpozoder-Ploty 
**• Balmerinocn W/W affirm that he, out 
** of Zeal to the '^tng's Service, got 

''his 
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hti Hand to it, having put it into 
the Bundle of Papers that zvere 
" figttd in courfe^ zvithotit the Kings 
knowing any thing of it- Tet when 
that ^ifcovery drew no other Seve- 
rity, but the turning him out of 
Office^ and the pamng' a Sentence 
condemning him to die for it-, which 
was prefently pardortd^ {and he vjoSy 
after a fkort Confinement^ refiord to 
" his Liberty) all Men believd that the 
pretended Gonfeffion of the Secretary 
was only CoUufion^ to lay the Jea- 
loufy of the Kings favouring Po- 
pery, which ftili hung on him^ not- 
" zuithftanding his writing on, the Rc- 
*' vclation, and 'his affecting to enter y 
" on all Occafionsy into Controverfy, 
" offer ting in particular that the Pope 
" was Antichriflr 

The Reader by this Paragraph 
may judge of the chriftian Temper 
of the Author, who; notwithftanding. 
the Aileverations of a Perfon under. 
Sentence jof Death,, will hearken to 
. I P no 
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no Arguments but the Suggeftiolis of 
his own Malice, and with a furprizing 
Temerity affirm, that the King wrotd 
to the Pope, without giving theleaft 
good Reafon to (iippott the Belief 
of fuch a Scandal, fo derogatory to 
the Chara(5ter of tliat Prince, who 
always liv'd a Proteftant, and died a 
Proteftant, having never own'd any 
other Religion ; who, as our Author 
fays himfeif, wrote in Defence of the 
Reformation, and was in fo ill Terms 
with his Holinefs^ that he endea-» 
vour'd to prove .him Antichrift. 
What more certain. Evidence can we 
have of any Man's Religion .? Never- 
thelcfs, it is plain that our Author 
would infinuatc, and have his Rea- 
der believe, that he was a Papift in 
his Heart. After fiich a Violation 
of. all Charity, why may we riot, 
upon as good jGrounds, and with 
ecpal Juftice , infinuate ' that Dr. 
■Burmt was no Chriftian ? I am fiire 
we fhouid have as many Jbelievr usi 
' :. vi Before 
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Before I part with this Paragraph, I 
piuft take noti(?C of a very wife Saying 
in our great Hiftorian, fpeaking of 
my Lord Balmerinoch's Crime j he 
fays, k drew no other Severity, but 
to turh him out of Office, and the 
puffing a Sentence condemning him 
to die for it. What would our mer^ 
ciful Author have more, except the 
Power of Man had extended to Soul 
as well as Body? This is a moft 
profound Repiark ; if a Frenchman 
&ouId -read this extraordinary Cottp 
defbiptt^ without enquiring into his 
Country, he would fwear the Author 
was born in Swijferland. But my 
Lord 'Balmerinoch \vas, not put to 
Death ; therefore being turn'd out of 
a great and profitable Pofl, and be- 
ing fentenc'd to be hang'd, drawn, 
and quarter'd, was no great Severity 
in his Opinion.

Grants'* Here he acknowledges 
that the King had in his Power the 
Choice whether he would have paid 
the Grantees or no j he could have 
reftor'd to th^ Church thofe Tithes 
and Lands which in his Minority- 
had facrilegioufly been taken away ; 
but he had the Generofity to give 
them a valuable Confideration.

f nemies» efpecially when it is to ad- 
Vance, their own wicked Defigns, no-

thiflg being more plain th^fl that 
their View in this Forgery was to 
blacken the Reputation of King 
Charles I. by charging him with Par* 
ricide : But providentially King 
James died of a Semitertian Ague, 
a Diftemper generally fatal to old 
Men, and whole Paroxifms were (b 
periodical and regular as not poflibly 
to be counterfeited by any Art of 
Poifon ; befides, upon opening the 
Body there appear'd no Marks of 
Violence, but on the contrary all the 
Signs of a natural Death. As for 
what he iays, " T^hat it is certain no 
** King could die lefs lamented, or 
*' lefs efieeind than he zvast' this is 
all of a piece with the reft ; be muft 
undoubtedly mean the Puritans in 
both Kingdoms ; for it is notorious 
that the Epifcopal Party^ both in 
Scotland and England, clpccially in 
the latter, where the eftaWifh'd 
Church confided of the Nobility, 
Gentry, and the Body of the People, 

very 
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very much regretted the Lofi of this 
Prince. But this is no more, than 
what on the fame Occafion, and 
which I fhall take notice of in its 
proper Place, he fays of his Grand- 
ion Charles II. whom he has treated 
after the (ame manner, as well as all 
the Royal Family, whom he worries 
with a moft rabid Fury. 

At the (ame time that he finds 
fault with King James for his Aycr- 
i}on to the Puritans, he himfelf gives 
us &\^\i a Chara(5ber of thole People as 
wou*d make all Mankind deted them ; 
for, ^. 17, he (ays, " The Turifans 
gairid Ground as the King and the 
Bijhops loft it y they put on external 
appearances of great Stri^nefs and 
" Gra'vity j they took more Tains in 
" their Parijhes than thofe who ad- 
** herd to the Bij/hofs, and were often 
" preaching againft the Vices of the 
** Court, for which they were fome- 
" times puniftjdy thd ijery gently'* 
Here, as it is not his Cuflom to 
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•rai(? his Enemies, iic does not think 
it to commend this Lenity of the 
Government, or ihc\? any Mark of 
Refentment againfl: the Ingratitude 
of thofe People, who To abus'd that 
Goodness. He proceeds in a farther 
Defcription of them, and telis~ us, 
^hey were fa^iom and ifjfolent^ and 
both in their Sermons and ^f^erj 
" zuere alzoays mixing fever e Rejlec- 
" tibns on their Enemies''' In-thq 
fame Page he teUs us, " They xver$ 
" ^^yy Jpif^fr^ againfi- all thofe zvha dif- 
" ferd from them^ and were wanting 
" in no Mtthods that could pirocure 
" them good Vfoge .or good ^refentf.' 
" Of this my Father had great Occa^ 
" fion to fee many Inftance^ ; for my 
" Great-grandmother y who was a njery 
" rich womar^ and . mvtch engagd to 
*■ them<, was mofi okfiquioujiy courted 
*■ by them. Bruc? ii*v'd concealed in 
" her Houfe for fomc Tears j and they 
** ali found fuch Advantages in their 
" S^bmifffoas to her^ that fhe was coun^ 
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" ted for many Tears the chief Support 
" of that Party/" Her Name was 
** Rachel Arnot; Jhe was Ttaughter 
** to Sir John Arnot, a Man in great 
V Favour^ and Lord Treafurer De* 
*' puty ', her Husband Johnfton tuas 
" the greatefi Merchant 4>f that, Ttm^, 
" ana left her an Efiate of 1000 L 
1* a year to be dijboid of among her 
** 'Children. And my Father marrying 
" her eldefi Grandchild, faw a freat 
" way into the Method of the Purk 
^^ tans!^ After fo vile a Chara(3tcri 
as he has given of thefe People, one 
would have thought in Prudence he 
ihould have conceil'd the Faults of 
his Family, in being attached to Men 
of fuch ill Principles; a ^ifcrcetet 
Author would have lee the old 
Gentlewoman -have flept quiedy in 
her Grave , without tMrineing .her 
again on the Stage, by telling the 
World that ihc was fo very weak and 
£lly as to be deluded by fuch hypo^ 
critical Mifcreants, and fb criminal; 

as 
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as in Defiance of the Laws to har-r 
' hour fuch .Wretches^ in her Houfe, 
and skreen them horn the Hands of 
Juftice. But it is to his Vanity that 
we owe this Story, to let the World 
know that one of his Anceftors was 
Lord Trcafiirer Deputy, and that an- 
other had 2000 /. per jinnum : With- 
out this View we had never heard of 
Mrs. Rachel' Armu who feems td 
have communicated to her Pofterity 
a great Refemblancc of her Chap- 
lains ; for whoever will take the 
Pains to examine ftridtly her Great«> 
;rand(bn, will find exactly all the 
lineaments of Mafter Bruce., and 
thofe holy Men, whofe Chara<5ters he 
has fo copioufly given, and in which 
he Teems to have drawn his own Pic- 
ture to the Life : >^hedier or no our 
Author acquir'd thofe very fame Ta^ 
Icnts and Qualities by Nature or Art 
I. know not ; if fi:om the laft, the 
Copy has very infinitely tranfcendcd 
the Original. . 

Not 
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Kot content to have laid King 
fames in his Grave, he will not lee 
him be quiet there ; but^bcfore he 
begins the fucceeding Reign, rallies all 
his Malice to give one parting Blow. 
Hitherto he has not dar*d positively to 
accufe him but of common Wicted- 
nefs ; but now, to take his Leave, he 
boldly, and without mincing the 
Matter, peremptorily charges that 
Prince with the greateft Crime againft 
God and Man, a wilfiil and preme- 
ditated Murder. This is the Affair of 
the Earl of Murray^ of which he 
gives this Account, p. 19. " Eight 
" Tears before that tim^y King James, 
" on a fecret Jealoujy of the Earl of 
** Murray, then efleemd the handfomeji 
" Man of Scotland, fet on the Mar- 
^^ quefs of Huntley^ who was his mor^ 
*' tal Enewyy to murder him, and hjf 
" a Writing, all under his own Ham^ 
" he promifed to fave him harmlefs 
*^for it, , He fet the Houfe in which 
'' he was on fire^ and the Earl flying

*' and Huntley [ent Gourdon of Buc- 
" qucywith the News to the Ktng^ 
Wno would not believe in reading 
this Account, in which he mentions 
Murray's Beauty and the ^iCing*s

Aflair, and that the Murder againfl 
which he exclaims, if he had not 
told you the Manner, had been com^ 
mitted by Sword or Piftol, or at 
leaft Poifon in a clandeftine way? 
But let us fee what Archbiihop Spotf-' 
zvood (ays of this Matter : We niuft 
go back a little way to give the Rea- 
der more Light into this Afl&ir j 
which was a Confpiracy againft the 
King's Perfon ; of which Archbifhop 
Sfotfwood (ays thus, p. ^^6. Bothwell 
is eajfly drazvn in to condtfcend ', and 
the Confpiracy fo ordered, that he and 
his Follozoers Jhonldy imder Nighty he 
let in at a back Pajfage that lay thro* 
the Lord Dukes Stables i and firfi

make him fttfe. This is the Account 
of the Deiign, by which we may, (ce 
how neccflary it is for Sovereign 
Princes to have Guards for the De- 
fence of their Perfons, when we find 
(uch frequent Examples of the Kings 
of Scotland being exposed to the At- 
tempts of a few de(pcratc Men, who 
have often fucceedcd in murdering, 
or making them Priforiers even in 
tlieir own Bed-chambers. The fame 
Author proceeds to give an Account 
of the Execution of the Jbefisn. 
IVhen Bothwell, zvitk his Comparry^

Huntley being ad- 
fuertisd of his comings and how he la^ 
there fecure^ accompany' d only with the 
Sheriff of Murray, and a few of his 
own Retinue^ zoent thither and beCet 
the Houfe y requiring him to furrenaer. 
The Earl of Murray refujim to pttf 
him f elf into the Hands of hisTEnemies<t 
after fome Defence made^ in ivhich the. 
Sheriw was 'kiWdy Fire was fet to the. 
Houfe, and they within forcd, by the 
Violence of the Smqak and Flame, to 

' tome forth. 7%e Earl ft aid a great 
Space after the reft, and, the Night- 
falling dozvn, venturd among his Ene^ 
mies', and breaking thro the Midfl of 
them, did fo far out^run them all, as 
they fuppos'd he had efcafd j yet 
(e^rching among (he Rocks, he was 




difcoverd by the T/p of his Head- 
piece., which had taken Fire before hi 
left the Houfe^ and unmercifully Jlain. 
This is Spotfzvood's Account oi this 
Matter, which I have given entire, to 
prevent any ObjC(5tions of Partiality, 
and that the Reader may be the bet- 
ter Judge of the whole Afl&ir.. The

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Head in the Grave, fo it is not le(k 
difficult toi aflign any reafonablc 
Caufe for this -extravagant and unac* 
countable Malice againft . this Prince, 
who was dead at leaft eighteen Years 
before the Author was born; fo he 
could have rcceiv'd • no perfonal In- 
jury from King James j and if MiJ. 
Injuftice had been done to. his Ancefi 
tors, we Ihould; have heard that with 
both Ears firoiii our Author, whofe 
Vanity would not let him (lip arijr ' 
Occafion of mentioning his Family^ 
to whom one muft otherwife hav$ 
concluded, that ibme great Outrage 
had been ' done ; that this wicked 
Prince -had confifcated arid taken away

Our Hiftoriaft now opens a new 
Scene under Qharles I. whofe Errors 
he makes as hereditary as his Title ; 
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and as he dwells moft of this Reign, 
as in the preceding, on the Affairs of 
Scotland^ we find the fame Partiality, 
the fame Injuftiee, the fame wrong 
Turns, and every thing fet in the fame 
falfe Light as before j upon all which, 
if we fhould particularly animadvert, 
the Objections and Remarks would 
be as endlefs as the Errors and Falf- 
Jioods which he would impofe on 
the World : But with all the Pains 
that he takes, the Arguments which he 
ufes to leflen the Charadtcr of this 
Prince, and to make him defcrvc his 
Misfortunes, are cafily refuted, by 
only doing him the Juftice to let the 
World know, that he was conftantly 
betray 'd, and always, with the Fate of 
his Family, by thofe under the greateft 
Obligations of Fidelity. What hu- 
mane Prudence could fucceed, when 
thofe, to whofe Cuftody was com- 
mitted the Care of his Perfon, when 
the very^ Men who lay in his Bed- 
chamber took that Opportunity to 
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pick his Pockets when afleep, and 
fend Copies of his Letters to his 
Enemies ? A modeft Diftruft of him- 
felf made him often rely on the Ad-i 
vice of others, whofe Judgment was 
lefs than his own -, a Fatahty, which 
could hardly be prevented, by the Dif. 
iiculty of finding many of his Sub- 
je(5ts who had more. As moft of his 
Faults were the Extreams of his 
Virtues, the fatal Condelceniions that 
he made to his Parliaments proceeded 
from the Excellency and Goodncfs of 
his Nature, and from the Integrity of 
a Heart which defir'd fo paflionately 
to give all manner of Satisfaction to 
his People, who made fo ill Ufc of 
that Bounty. But with all his Failings, 
before he fell into the Hands of his 
Enemies, he had it in his Power to 
have fav'd both his Life and his 
Crown at the Expence of his Con- 
fcience ; and not only the King, but 
his two great Miniflers, Strafford and 
Lmdi had ajl three gone to the 
• , Grave 
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Grave with their Heads on their 
Shoulders, if they would have con- 
fented to facrifice the Church, and 
aboliQi Epifcopacy. That this was the 
true and only Quarrel, is plain by 
the Solemn League and Covenant^ in 
which there is no Complaint of Li- 
berties invaded, but only an impious 
Engagement to, extirpate Prelacy in 
Englandy Scotland^ and Ireland. But 
without doing this Violence to his 
Conference, with all his Faults and 
Miftakcs, both real and imaginary, if 
his Councils' had been kept fecret, 
and his Orders faithfully executed, he 
would ftill have vanquifh'd his Ene- 
mies, and England have efcap'd the 
Infamy of that Stroke which no Time 
can obliterate. We fhould have wan- 
ted one Red-letter Day in our Calen* 
dar, and fhould not at this time, in 
the fecond and third Generation, 
have been expiating the Sihs of our 
Fathers : Then the World, which aU 
ways judges of Men and A(5tions only

by Succefs, would have feen thoCd 
Virtues in the Sun-fhine of ptofpe- 
rous Fortune, which now they cannot 
difcovcr thro' the Clouds of Advcr- 
fity ; we fliould at this Day with Plea- 
fure be reading his Story, and admi-» 
ring the King and the Hero, inftead 
of bewailing the Saint and the Martyr. 
P. z6. there is an extraordinary 
Remark. " But the unaccountabU 
" Part of the Kings Proceeding was, 
** that all this vMe, zvhen he was en- 
** dea*vouring to recover Jo great a 
" Part of the Propertj of Scotland, 
" as the Church- Lands and tithes 
" were-, from Men who were not Itke^ 
** ly to part ivith them willingly y 
** and when he was going to change 
^' the whole Conjfitution of that Church 
" and Kingdom^ he rais d no Forces to 
** maintain what he was about to do, 
" By this all People Jaw the Weaknejs 
" of the Government, at thejame time 
" that they complain d of his Rigour'* 

Here our good Author connibvcs ^ 
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Phantafm of his own raifing^ and 
falls into his ufual Incondilencies and 
Contradi(5tions of himfelf. What 
Rigour, what Change of the Confti- 
tution in Church and State can he 
poflibly mean? As to the.. Govern- 
ment of the Church, the King found 
it Epifcopal at his Acceflion to the 
Throne ; and as for the Tithes and 
Church'lands, he has own*d himfelf 
before, that they were legally vefted in 
die Crown, according to the Laws of 
Scotland, in the Time of^his Fathec 
James VI. So here could be no 
Viola^'ion of Property, in taking that 
to which no Body had a Right, but 
himfelf, according to Law. However, 
he was fo' generous as to pay them 
the Value ^ of thofe Lands, . which 
was a mcer A(5t of Bounty. This he 
confirms in a Page or two before; 
where he tells that the King bought 
the Abbies of ^berbroth and Glajgow, 
With Englifh Money, of the Dukes of 
Lenox wd Hamiltm^ both which 
' Abbies 



Abbies he gave to the Church ; the 
one to that of St. jindrewSy and the 
other to Glajgow. Why he mentions 
that thefe 'Lands were bought with 
EngUJh Money we cannot imagine : 
What it may be in England^ the Ex- 
J)ortation or fo much Coin, I know, 
not; but I am confident that the 
bringing in:fo much good Englifti 
Money was not thought a very grcac 
Crime in Scotland. . , 

:. ' By this we may fee how our Author 
argues j rhe giving Lands to the 
Church, arid Money to his Subje(5fc?, he 
calls changing the Conftitution in 
Church and State. This was the Vio-i 
lation of .Property againft which he {a 
exclaims ; this was the Violence which 
ought tp.be fupported by ftailiding 
Troops. If Dr. "Gurnet had bceii 
Minifter to this Prince,- wc fee what 
fine Council he would have . givea 
him. By jliis political Rcfle<5tioin we 
may judge that the Author was bettfjc 
vcTS"'d in the Maj^m^ of MatchiavfK 

than 
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than the Precepts of the GofpcL 
Thus this Remark in our great His- 
torian afFedls not the Prudence and 
Condu<5t of this Prince, who having 
no ill Defign, had no occafion for ill 
Means to ftipport his Integrity and 
Innocence. ^^ 33' ^c renews his 
Character of the Presbyterian Mini* 
fters in Scdtlandy which can have no 
other Eflfed: on the Reader, but to 
raife his Aftoniihment as well as In- 
dignation , to confider how fiich 
Wretches, as he himfelf defcribcs 
them, fliould have the Influence (b 
abfolurely to govern the Nobility, 
Gentry, and common People of one 
Kingdom, and infedt (b great a Part 
of another. 

The Author and his Friends, in 
Juftification of the Rebellion againft 
Charles I. have always endeavour'd 
to make the World believe that the 
King was the Aggrelfor, and by his 
ill Government and Oppreflions 
forc'd the People to take up Arms 

in 
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in their own Defence. But he now 
gives another Account of the Mo- 
tives which engag'd the Scots to join 
with the Englijh in the War, tho* ac 
the fame time he does not, in teUing 
his Story, very much confult the Ho- 
nour or his Country; for/?. 55. he 
fays thus : " When the War broke out 
" in England, the Scots had a^reat 
^* Mind to go into it ', the decayed Nor 
■^ hility^ the military Men^ and the 
*^ Minifters^ were 'violently (et on 
^* it ; they faw what good ^mrters 
** th^ had in the North of England." 
Thus, thro* his Inadvertency, he 
gives us the true Motives which en- 
gag'd that wicked People to join in 
that unnatural War againft the bed 
of Men and Kings ; So that, by his 
own Confeflion, it is evident that 
their true Defign was to get the un* 
righteous Mammon of England, and 
to wallow in the Plunder of a Coun- 
try fo much better tlian their own ; 
all which, the Hypocrites varnilh'd 

over

over with the (pecious Presence of 
Religion, till they had reduced that 
unfortunate Prince to the Neccflity 
of flinging himfelf into their- Arms 
for Protection ; which they had not 
the Honour, Conscience, nor Juftice, 
to give him ; but with an execrable 
Perfidy, for a Sum of Money, ba(ely 
deliver*d the royal Vid:im:into the 
Hands of his Englijk Butchers. 

In P^e 40, he brings my Lord 
Antrim upon the Stage, whom he 
frequently charges with being guilty 
of very much Bloodihed j by which 
the Reader may plainly perceive, that 
his main Drift is to render both the 
King and Queen, fufpedted oi being 
confcious of the Irfjh Maflacrc, or 
ibme thing very like it j thb* in one 
Place he faintly acquits the King, by 
faying that he was innocent of that 
Matter.; yet afterwards he takes no 
fmall Pains, by flrong Infinuations, 
to make his Reader fufpedt the con- 
trary. But this is his conflanc Cun- 

K ning: 
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ning : When he has a mind to do 
Mifchief, he firft affedbs an Air of Im- 
partiality, and pretends to do Ju{^ 
ticc ; then imrtiediatdy afterward he 
ufes fo many Innuendo's, and fpends 
his whole Quiver of Stories in Con* 
tradiiSI'ion to what he faid before ;

In this malicious^ Paragraph the 
Author gives us another Sketch of 
his Knowledge.

Nobility and Gentry, who always 
liv'd in the Country, for want of 
Books and Learning in thofe Ages,' 
had no other Amiifements but tneir 
Hawks and- Hounds, which Diveri 
lions too frequently end in a hcz^rty 
Debauch. This continued to the 
Time of King Charles I, when that 
excellent Prince, who was a^ Pattern 
of Teniperance himfelf, cndeavour'd 
by his Example and Countenance to 
cultivate that ' Virtue in his People ; 
to which end he introduc'd firft ia-*^ 
to England a Love of the nobler 
Sciences, Painting, Sculpture, Archi-^ 
tedure, and Mudck j by which more

Dur 
ring the Reign of thcie (an(5tified Hvt 
pocritcs, there was a counterfeit Ait 
of Sobriety, the Lois of which out 
Author laments, and is Co unreafon* 
ably pcevifh, as to blame the poor

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Cavaliers £ot being tranfported with 
Jdy, at their .Redemption from a 
Slavery of nineteen Years, more cruel 
than an Egyptian Bondage : But it is 
no Wonder,. that he repin'd at the 
Joy of otherifor a Blcfling, in 
which th@ poor Man himfelt had 
no Share, for ' want of : good Prin* 
Cipks; and confequently took no

The Irrcligion and Impiety, of

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Sermons can repair : And I firmly 
believe, if fiich a thing could be 
prov'd, that the perfbnal Condudb of 
oar very Author, thro* the whole 
Train of his Life, not to mention 
his late dreadfiil Appeal to God Al- 
mighty, has fliock'd the Faith of 
more People, and given a greater 
Blow to Rcligioj;^, than any ten Men 
in England oefides.

This 
being his conftant Practice, it is im- 
pomble it fhould proceed from 
Chance or Negligence. Tho' this is 
no capital Fault in the Hiftorian, it 
is fhocking to good Manners, and 
fliews too much of the Clown in the 
Gentleman and the Prelate. I have 
only mention'd this Matter, to let 
the World fee the little Malice, and 
Meannets of Soul in the Man, who 
could not find in his Heart to treat 
bis Superiors, when Enemies, with 
that common Refpe(5t which was 
due to their Quality.

In this Aflertion^ the 
want of Judgment in the Man is as 
evident as his Malice, in affirming a 
thing, in which every one, he was 
fure, niuft contradid: liim. The Vic- 
tories of my Lord Montrofs were no 
leis notorious than allonifhinig, and 
not to be parallel'd in Hiftory. 
Without Garriibns, Magazines, Arms, 
Ammunition, or Money, how often 
did that great Man moft fhamefully 
defeat the numerous Armies of the 
Covenanters, when they exceeded 
him above three to one, with all 
thofc Advantages which he wanted I 
If this Succefs was not owing to the 

per- 
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perlbnal Courage ot his Troops, wS 
muft look for fomc hidden Caufe, 
and renew the Belief of Miracles. 

P, 134, he entertains us with a 
moft wonderful Charader of Bifhop 
Leighton^ as he has done in another 
Place with that of Sir Robert Murray t 
of both which Perfons he gives us 
Ideas that feem a little romantick* 
I am very much afraid there muft be 
(bme Grains of Allowaiice for his 
good Bifhop, whom all together he 
has made but an odd fort of Man ; 
tho' I am very apt to believe, that 
the Author has put Tome of his own 
Sentiments into his Mouth, when he 
makes him fo diflatisfied with the 
Condu(5t of his Superiors, which is 
a little feditious, and unbecoming fo 
mortify 'd a Man : His Contempt of 
his Brethren, and Colleagues, was in- 
confiftent with that true Humility fo 
abfolutely elTential to the Saint, and 
muft proceed from a fpiritual Pride

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Man has a mean Opinion of another, 
but from a firm Belief of a ftjperior 
Merit in himfelf. But it is Pity to 
fpoil thefe imaginary Pieces i fo I will 
only congratulate our Ifland, in ha- 
ving the Honour to produce two 
fuch extraordinary Perfons ; who, in 
one refpedt, are a little unfortunate 
to fall into no better Hands, and 
have fuch egregious Virtues tranf^

who was fb downright drunk as to 
appear a Changeling, but Harrifon 
and Carew'h^id drunk ^f^ndy, or 
fome fuch Liquors, the Morning of 
their Execution, which gav£ theni 
tliat Infenfibility of their Danget, 
which oiir Author (6 much admires ; 
otberwife, we ihould find in him^ 
fome Mark of Difguft or Rcfentmene; 
It is true, a Chriftiaa Pity might be 
extended to his Bhndnds ; but then

This he fhould have 
Hone, to take away a Surmife, which 
jvKill naturally ariie in fome uncha- 
ritable People, tliac the Author tacit- 
ly in his Mind> imputed this extra- 
Ipirdinary Behaviour to fome fiiperna- 
jniral Aififtance, and the Goodneft of 
jche Caufe for which they fiifFcr'd.

Bachard^ p. ool» Being hr ought to the 
Scaffold on the fourteenth of June, he 
there rm out into fuch Ledures of 
Treafon and Entmflafmi that the 
Sherijfs and the reft , after tvjo or 
three Warnings, were fore d to drozm 
them with the Noife of Thrums and 
Trumpets^ and were going to take his 
Tapers from him j but he with great 
Rage and Indignation tore them to 
pieces^ and fuhmitted to the Block in a 
'verj.-dif composed manner. I could 
bring other Relations ; but this is 
authentick ; and Mr. Eachard is ftiU 
alive to juftify it. After this falfc 
and partial Account, I leave the Rea- 
der to judge of the Author's Since- 
rity. 

As the Autlior was a terrible Ene- 
my, fo I muft do him the Juftice to 
acknowledge, that he was a very

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good Friend ; and that he took as 
much Pains to extenuate, and give 
the bed Turn to the faults ot his 
own Party, as to aggravate the Fai- 
lings and blacken the Virtues of his 
Enemies.

^^ mes not blacken him!' This is cOn- 
. . V / V 2, trary 
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trary to the Opinion of T^uUy^ whert 
he fays of an Hiftorian, Nemid falfi 
dicer e audtat^ mmidVeri non audeat. 
This Aflertion is (6 aftonilhing, that 
I cannot expc<5t the Reader, who has 
not read his Book on Varilias ^ 
(hould believe me, till he fees it 
with his own Eyes. No doubt can 
be made, but that the Author has 
been guided by this Principle in all 
his Party Writings. Other Men have 
fallen into this Fault thto' Intereft or 
Malice ^ but I behevc tk. Burnet is 
the only Man, whd ever had the Fore- 
head- to defend it. 

According to this Principle, to ex- 
cufe the Chancellor from= what has 
been unanimoufly laid a?t his Door, 
the giving to King Charles that cruel 
Advice, to reward his Encrnfies, and 
trull: to the Principles of his Friends, 
he tells us, p. i6$, " ^o-load the 
Earl of Chreh^on the more-, it toaf 
gtnjen out that he had advis'd the 
King to- gain his Enemies^ fence he 
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^ was fure of his Friends hy their 
" Trinciples. Wtth this he was often 
'^ chargd^ tho he always deirfd it* 
*' Whether the King f often d it upon

us, that the Chancellor conftantly 
deny'd this Charge, wc may venture ' 
to iay, that if Dr. Burnet had truly 
believ'd him in this Matter, he 
would not have had fo good an Opi- 
nion of my Lord Clarendon. 

As we feel to this Day the difinal 
Confcquences of thofe Councils, 
which were not more wicked, than 
Weak and impolitick^ it will be but 
Juftice to the Publick, to endeavour 
to fet that Matter in the cleared; 
Light we can. It is notorioufly 
known, that fbme of the greateft Re- 
publicans, and moft furious Enemies 
to King Charles II. and the Confti- 
tution in Church and State ever fince,

Condud:, which^ with Grains of Al- 
lowance for Flefli and Blood, widi- 
out a very great Difpenfation of 
Grace, is. not the moft unaccoun- 
table.

There 
are Inftances of fome, who were adf 
mitted to the royal Pfefence and Far 
vour, without being totally free from 
the Blood of the King ; while they, 
who had laviih'd theif own in hi$ 
Defence, were, fuffer'd to ftarve on 
the Pavement. The Eftates of the 
Jrijk^ who had fought fdr the Kingj 
and followed his Fortunes in Exile; 
were confirm'd to Drummers and 
Serjeants, who had condudted his Fa-» 
dicr to the Scaffold. The poor Car 
valiers were not only unrewarded, 
but deny'd their jufl Debts; even. 

the 
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the Repayment of the Money they 
had lent to the |Cing; while the 
Round-heads were more than carefs'd, 
afid by their Pofts and Employments 
jiow Ihar'd the Revenues of that 
Cro'wn, which they had plunder'd 
before. There was but one Perfon 
who had Credit to give, or Power 
to fupport his Advice when given. 
The Author is pleas'd to tell us, that 
the King himfelf declar'd, that the 
Chancellor was the Man. As he was 
the beft, and, indeed, only Judge of 
the Matter, we ought in good Man- 
ners to believe him. I could have 
faid more on this Subjedt, if I were 
not tender of difturbing the Alhes of 
the Dead; nor would I have faid 
fo much, if I had npt thought 
myfelf obliged to difabufe the Li- 
ving.

If he were guil^' 
ty, .he certainly h^d as good Luclc 
ta.cfcape the publick Cenfurc, as my 
Lord Clarendon was unfortunate to 
b6ar the Blame and Reproach of the 
whole Nation; on ihat Account. And 
what vetnarkablyi adds to thelnjufticc 
of i thto! 'Treaai^nr, i is, that the fine' 
Houfe, ^ which ■:the . Chancellor built 
in Piccadilly, was in Dcrifion by the 
People, call'd ^wddrk-Hottft, as if. 
built with the. Money acifing.frottt. 
the Sale of thac.Pl^ce. Nor is it lc{s ■> 
an. Aggravation of this HaJsdiJiip, that 
all the while tliat noble Fabrick con* 
tinu'd in the PofTeffion ofsthc inno^l 
cent Perfon, and his Family, it rc» 
tain'd that invidious Name';, but as 
foon as it was fold to the guijty Fa-- 
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, m'ily oLAlbemarle^ it: wis caU'd by 
that Title, which the JPeoplc, as well 
as the Qqwo, thought fit to give, to 
the Monks r t\xo judg'd unworthy of 
any Honours by pur Author. Buc 
what makes, this Afeticin of Dr; J^r- 
fiet the :mpre {lifpidQiis, is, a i%vr 
Years after, Whien that.' great Man was 
charg'd'; hf. ribe Houf^ of ComrhjDos. 
with the Affair of Dmkirk^ that his 
Innocence, was not then.clear'd, there 
being fgux^any WitndTes then .^live, 
who knew the Trutlp^pf that Tranfac-^ 
tton, fo ais to have been-.^We to have 
bid the Saddle on the right Hprfe 

T. 175, he fays, that, 3ic King, jrv 
his Declaration fronj ^^^^, had^fP- 
mis'd tP , confirm the Settlemeui: of 
Jreland. : This is another Miflafee V 
the Declaration from JEtreda exten-»> 
ded only 10 Engtandy. and badlrio!

" now fuptrannuaited'' Here he bc^ 
gins' his Compliments to the Church 
oi Englandi' by abufing the firft of 
her Prelates after the Reftoration;. 
and not only him, but ail the others 
great Men, who had been fo barba^r 
roufly treated by the Do(5tor*s good 
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friends iu the Time of the great Re- 
beUionj. for he plainly tells us, that 
the Perfon, whom he calls the moft 
eminent of all, had neither Capacity, 
or Learning, to be Archbifliop of 
Canterbury. As he has given us one 
Weak Man, the next in courfe, ac* 
cording to his Rule, muft be a 
Knave : Let us (ce therefore what he 
will fay of the Succeflbr. " Sheldon 
**.jy/« efieemd a, learned Man befofic 
" the Wars j hut he was now [o deeply 
" engaged in Pplitkksy that fcarce any 
" Prints, of what he had been remain d: 

". JJe was a generous and cha-

** any at all',, and fioke of tt mofi

There is.:iomewhat extraordinary ia 
diis rK)fe[le Character, that the Atithpi? 
giycs.(5ff2this great Prelate. But;! 
i: i imagine, 



imagine, that the Reader wSl jfind ft 
<3ifficult to conceivq, how a very lear- 
ned Man, by being engaged in theBufi- 
nefe neceflary to his Profcflion, fhould 
fo foon lofe all his Knowledge, fo as 
to 'have no. Prints remain. It will 
be worth while to enquire a littk 
into thefc ft range Politicks,, whic^ 
had fo oblivious a Quality, like the 
Waters of Leth^i to aflfc<5t the Br^( 
aiid make a Man forget all thatiie 
had learnt before. The great Rank; 
which an Archbifliop of Canterbury 
holds in the Monarchy of \E^^/i«»3, 
muft necefl&rily engage him in fomC 
Affairs of State, as nc is- aiways a 
Privy Councilor j but that he was irf 
the Miniftry more than his Poll 
oblig'd him, we have no Account: 
The little time that bis Predeccflfor 
liv'd after the R-eftoration, muft iie- 
ceftarily leave en his Hands very 
gfeat Aftairs of the Church, which 
was then but jtfft reiettled ) ■ but ; thai^ 
fu(^ Han Application to that WmfititGf 
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(hdul J {poil the DiVinc, and efface 
all Prints- of his former Learning, is 
(bntiewhat (b prodigious, as to be 
worthy the Remark of our Author ; 
who indeed feems a little to confirm 
this Notion by his own Example ; 
for we have found a very great Dif- 
ference between the Preacher at the 
^oh^ and the Bifhop of Salisbury ; 
who, after he had dabbled in Poli- 
ticks abroad, at Kome^ Geneva^ and 
HoSatidy began to dwindle in his 
Reputation, and lofe the Chara(5kcr 
he had acquired before ; which, as it 
was greater than he de(erv*d, and al- 
ways fupported by Dint of Party, 
fliould have hinder'd him from pub- 
lifliing thefe lamenrable Memoirs that 
be before us ; the which, if he had 
not been impaired in his Intellects, 
he never would have ventur'd on 
Pofterity. But this Defcription of 
Archbiihop Sheldon is_ all fi(5titious : 
As Painters form in their Brain ideal 
Faces, fo our Author draws imagi- 
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nary Charaders. But when he tc« 
prefents this great Man to ^e atheis- 
tical, and that King Charles for that 
very Reafon counted him a wife and 
honeft Churchman, the Author con- 
firms to us again how little he un* 
derflood Nature, and the Pa/fions in 
Men f for let King Charles be as ir- 
religious as he would have the 
World believe, there is fomething 
fo amiable in Virtue and Piety, as 
to attra(5t an Efteem and Reverence 
from thofe very Perfons who have 
none themfelvcs. So that, what- 
ever Advantages the Author liim- 
fclf may have reap'd on that Account 
from fbme particular Perfons, there 
is no Man of good Senfe, that will 
ever efteem, and think any Clergy- 
man has the more Merit, for not be- 
lieving in Jesus Christ. After all, 
if this great Prelate had no Religion, 
he muft ' of confcquence have had a 
;reat deal of Vanity, to give away 
[b immenfc a Sum as 66000 L in 

private 
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private Charities, and publick Bene- 
ra<5i:ions, -iduring his own Life, only 
to acquire a Reputation in this 
World, without any View or Hopes 
of Reward in tlie next. Afterwards, 
in the (ame Pas^e, he (ays, " That 
** Morley vjos thought the honefier 
" Man of the two^ and Sheldon the 
"^ abler Man.'' By this Comparifon, 
in plain Englifh:^ he calls them both 
Knaves. By this the Reader may be 
convinc'd of the Refpe(5t that the 
Author bears to the Church of Eng- 
land^ when he makes no Scruple thus 
to treat her moft illuftrious Sons 
with fo much Arrogance and In- 
juftice. 

P. 179, he gives us an Recount 
of the Conference ih the Savoy^ 
about a Comprehenfion, in which 
he is infinitely partial to the DifTen- 
ters, by giving them the Advan- 
tage in every thing ; and feems very 
angry with the Church , for not tur- 
ning Presbyterian, by giving up all 
' ' Y 1 her 
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her CharaAerifticks, Difciplinc, ana 
Ceremonies ; among which, the 
Crofs in Baptifin, and kneeling at the 
Sacrament, were but inconfidcrable 
Trifles. Ht is not a Uttle difpleas'd. 
at their retaining the Apocryphal 
Scriptures, and feems very much 
frighted at Bel and the 1)ragon, 

P. 184, he feems a little diliatisfy*d 
with the Inftitution of the 30th . of 
January,, on which Occafion he thus 
remarkably cxprefles himfelf ; " T^he 
"30^/; of January, calHd King 
" Charles the Martyr^ It is no 
Wonder if the Author (cruples to 
give to that Prince the Title of 
Martyr, when he has taken (uch 
Pains, by fly Inflnuations, to excul- , 
pate the villainous Authors, and 
leflen the Horror of his Martyrdom. 

p. thid. " St. Bartholomew's Day 
" zuas picUd on,, that if they were 
" then deprivd, they jkould tofe the 
" Trofits qf the whole Tear y fince the 
" Tithes are commonly due at Michael- , 
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^' mas* The Freshjterians remember d 
" what a St. Bairrliolomew had been 
*- held at Paris ninetj Tears before, 
" which was the Day of the Majfacre, 
" and did not fiick to compare one 
^yto the -other'* This is a Flight 
of his own ; mod of the Diflcn- 
ters were too illiterate and ignorant 
in tli€ Hiftory of Europe, almoft 
to have heard of the thing, efpc- 
cially to be fo precife in the Year 
and the Day. This is a Note be- 
vond Ela; the Author has exerted 
himrdf, and given a fparring Blow 
5p the Ciiurch and Parliament of 
England; fiich a Reprefentation of 
the People, as has feldom been feen 
before, or firicc, within the Walls of 
St. Stephens Chappel, if we confider . 
the Quality, Fortunes, and Intercfts, 
in their Countries, of the Perfons 
who compos'd that illuftrious Af. 
fembly : But without this Confide- 
ration, what he arraigns was an A<5t • 
of Parliament, a Law made by thfi 
, / People 



People in their Legiflative Capacity, 
unanimoufly and calmly, witiiout 
any Violence, Tumult, or' indire<5l: 
Means. This our judicious Author 
compares to the Mafl'acre of Paris^ 
3L Scene of Horror, which has dif^ 
grac'd human Nature ; as if the cut- 
ting fo many thoufand innocent 
Tiiroats, with all the Circumftances- 
of Rage and Barbarity, in cold 
Blood, could bear any Refemblancc 
with the legal ejecting a Number of 
unlawful Minifters, moft of whom 
had intruded into other Mens Rights, 
and like Wolves had leap'd into the' 
Fold. The greateft Part of thefc 
Men had been Trumpeters of Sedi-* 
tion, and not only inflam'd, but oc- 
cafion'd the War between the late 
King and his People. And after 
they had conquer'd the Crown and 
the Church , violently droye the 
Orthodox Minifters from their Li- 
vings, by the Help of their ruffianly 
Red-coats, were inftituted and indue- 

ted 
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ted by Corporals and Serjeants, and 
ow'd their Pofleflion to the Halberd 
inftead of the Crofier. Thefe are the 
People, for whom our Author had (o 
mucii Tendcrneis, who might have 
been fav'd, if they would have com- 
ply'd with fome innocent Ceremo- 
nies, by themfelves allow'd to be 
Things indifferent, and have re- 
nounc'd their impious Covenant; 
which had made them once Rebels 
before, and .oblig'd them to* be fo 
again, whenever they fliould have 
another Opportunity. I leave the 
Header to judge of the Abfurdity of 
this Comparilbn, which is as pro- 
foundly filly, as it is extravagant. 

P. 1 8(5. " jilmoft all the Leafes of 
** the Church Efiates over England 
** were fallen /», there having been no 
** Renewal for twenty Tears. The 
Leafes for Tears were determind^ 
and the Wars had carried off fo 
many Meny that n^oft of the Leafes 
^^ fgr. Lives vjere fallen into the Jn- 
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^ cumhents Hands ; /o that ttjt Churxt 
^ Bfiates were in them. And th6 
** Fines raisd hy renezoing of Leafes 
** rofe to above a Million and half 
If the Half had been apply d jot 
buying of Tithes or Glebes for fmaU 
Vicarages^ here a Foundation had 
been laid dozvn for a great and effec-*^ 
tual Reformation. In fome Sees, 
forty or fifty thoufand Pounds vjere 
raiid, and apply d to enriching the 
Bijhops Families. Something waf 
" done to Churches and CoUegeSi in 
" particular to St. Paul's in London ; 
** and a noble Colie^ion was made for 
" redeeming dll the Englifli Slaves iti 
" Barbary. But this fell jhort of 
" w^at might have been expeSfed^ 
" Jh this the Lord Clarendon zoos 
** heavily char£d, as having pewd^ 
" that he was rather the Bifiops 
Friend^ than the Church's. It U 
triie, that the Lauj made thefe Fines 
" belor^ to the Incumbents ; but [nch 
*- <*w extraordinary Occafton defervd 
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** that a haw jhouid ha'Ve hem made 
" on furpofe. What the 'Bijhofs did 
" with thofe Firmest was a Pattern to 
"" all the lowet" dignitaries, who gene- 
** rallj took more Care of themselves 
*' than the Church. Tlje Men of 
" Merit and Service zvere loaded tvith 
" many Livings, and mar^ Dignities. 
" With this great jicceffion of Wealth, 
" there broke in upon the Church a 
" great deal of Luxury and high Li- 
*' ving, on the Pretence of Hofpitali- 
" (^ ; while others made Turchafes, 
" and left great Eftates, mofi of 
" which we have feen melt away. And 
" with this Overfet of Wealth and 
*' Pomp, that 4ame on Men in the 
" Decline of their Parts and Age ; 
" they, who zvere now growing into 
*' old Age, became lazjy and negligent 
" in all the true Concerns of the 
" Church ; Tliey left • Tr caching and 
" Wf'itifig to others, while they gave 
*' themf elves up to Edfe and Sloth. In 
** all which (ad Reprefenpation fome 
.- Z ''few 
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** few Exceptions are to be made ; to 
" {o few, that if a new Set of Men 
" had not appear d of another Stamp, 
" the Church had quite loft her Bfteem 
" over the Nation'* 

Such is the Charader which this 
infolent Author gives of the great 
Men in the Government of the 
Church at this time ; Men, who were 
not more venerable for their Pietj^^ 
Charity, and all the Eifentials of a 
good Clergyman, than eminent for 
their Learning, and other great Qua- 
lities; who arc as much reverenced 
by all wife and good Men at this 
Day, as their wicked Detractor is 
now detefted j and will, if poffiblci 
be more by Pofterity. Take all the 
Charaders together, not only thofe 
of the Bifhops, but the whole dig- 
nify*d Clergy, and he makes them 
avaritioiis, luxurious, lazy, and floth- 
fiil, negligent in the Concerns of 
the Church, even Knaves and Atheiifts. 
As the Church of England never, in 

the 
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the fame Compafs of Time, had the 
Honour to fee her Epifcopal Sees 
fo illuilrioufly fiU'd, thefe extraordi- 
nary Virtues could not fail to be 
Obje<5b of MaHce in the moft un- 
juft and difingcnuous of Men, who 
las cxprefs'd in this Paragraph as- 
much Venom, as a vifible Want of 
all Senfe of Shame. If the Author 
had been touched with the Icaft Sen- 
timent of Chriftianity, he would 
have avoided fo heinous and mortal 
a Sin, as that of wilful and preme- 
ditated Detradion, fo odious in the 
Sight of God and Man ; he would 
not have ventur'd, with a Confcicnce 
as fear'd, as his Forehead was har- 
dened , to have impos'd on the 
World fo grofs and palpable a Ca- 
lumny, in which he was fure to be 
detC(5ted : But as, by prolonging the 
Publication of his Book, he knew 
that he fliould be covcr'd in the 
Grave from feeling the Rcfentment 
of the Living, fo he abfolutely de- 
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Ipifed whatever might be faid of hitn' 
when dead. Without this Example, 
it would be hard to conceive, that 
human Nature could arrive to fiich a 
Height of Depravity; that a Man, 
without any Temptation of Intereft, 
but only to gratify his Malice, 
fhould be fo prodigioufly llupid, as 
to be neither concern'd tor his Repu- 
tation , in this World, or his Safety 
in that to come. 

If any.. Man fhould think that I 
have. treated the Author on this Sub- 
je(5t with too much Roughneis, con- 
trary to my Defign, or Inclinations, 
let him confider the Provocation ; 
Rejfoftfum, non di^um ejfe, quia Ufip 
prior. The Reader, by his own In- 
dignation, may eafily conceive how 
difficult it? is, not to rcel the warmeft 
Re(entment at fb barbafous a Tr-eat- - 
mem of fo much Virtue and Merit. 

Before we proceed in confiiting 
the Matter of Fadt in this Account, 
we will Ihew the Reader the incon- 
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fiftcncies of this very Paragraph. He 
_ owns, that the Fines, which were rais'd, 
were the Incumbents Right in Law> 
and at the fame time blames my Lord 
Clarendon for not taking them away.- 
This is a fine Dod:rine in a Country 
of Property ! Oh, but a Law fhould 
have been made on purpofe. A Law, 
that takes away another Man's un- 
doubted Right, i^ as unjuft as any o- 
ther A(^ of Violence. He owns, that 
thefe Bifhops repajr'd Colleges and 
ichurchesj efpecially St. TaMs ; that 
they made a noble Collc<^ion to re- 
deem all the Englijh Slaves in Bay^- 
hary'f and then leems to wonder 
what tliey did with theif Money. His 
Account of the immenfe Sum rais'd 
upon Fines, which he makes to 
amount to a Million and half, muft 
be very much mitigated : He was 
either very ill infoim'd, or, what is 
more probable, never enquir'd at all 
into the- Matter J but, according to. 
Cullom, gave us his own ^ extrava- 
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gant Guefs. it he had taken the 
Pains to have been better inftrucftcd, 
he would have known that thele Men/ 
whom he fo abufes, gave very near 
five hundred thoufand Pounds of this 
Money to puWick Ufcs ; a LiberaHty 
fo immenfe, that when a true Deduc- 
tion is made hom his extravagant 
Account, will make a very great Hole 
in any Sum that they could pofliblf 
have receiv'd. Bifhop Coufin^ not 
to mention others, gave the greatcft 
Part of his Fines to thofe very Ufcs he 
mentions, the Augmentation of fmall 
Benefices. Warner^ with no better a 
Biihoprick than that of Roche fiery gave 
no Icfs than 59600 /. in publick Be- 
ncfa<5tions j a Munificence fo aftoni-. 
fhing, fo vaft a Cliarity, as the Doc- 
tor and all his Favourites, the Men of, 
another Stamp , would not have 
given in fo many Years, if they had 
poflefs*d the Revenues of die Arch- 
bifhoprick of Toledo. It is worth 
while to eiiquirc what the Author left 

him- 
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himfclf at his Death ; for he would 
not part with much, while ahve» 
to fuch good Ufcs. If we may rely 
on his Will, which is printed, ne be- 
queathed a little more that lOOO /. to 
found a School, in his own Country^ 
to breed up young Presbyterians with 
the Money ot the Church of England^ 
to pick out her Eyes, as their AnceC- 
tors had once done before with their 
Covenant, This was not fo very ex- 
traordinary, when we confider that 
the See of Saluhptry is one of the bcft 
in England j and that the good Bi- 
ihop (at in that Chair above twenty- 
five Years. 

His neyt Charge upon thefe good 
Men, is what he calls Luxury and 
High-living, on pretence of Hofpi- 
tality. Tho' the Author condemns ~ 
this Condu(ft, I always thought, that 
Hofpitality, and feeding the Poor, 
was one of the chief Ends, for which 
fuch great Revenues were given to the 
Church by tiie Piety of our Anccftors. 

This 
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"This is a little unjutl, to blame that 
Charity, which he had not the Virtue 
himfelf to imitate. Nor is he Icfs 
qnreafonable to find fault with the 
poor old Men, whom he reprcfents^ 
in their Decline, broken with Age 
and Infirmities, for not preaching to 
otten as himfelf. That Office was 
never reputed the chief of the paftofal 
Care, d'pecially in Men of that Age^ 
whofe Memories miift be decay 'd^ and 
their Strength not fufficient ' to bcai 
the Fatigue of a long Difcourfe : It is 
not every Body's good Fortune to have 
the Langs and tlie Wind of Dr. 
jBurmt, with the Strength of a' Porter, 
infteadof a Gentleman. 

Their leaving fuch Eftates to their 
Families, after their expenfive Living ; 
their great B£nefa<Stions and Charge in 
repairing their Churches, dilapidated 
by Time, and the Sacrilege of Fony- 
one, muft flicw rhem to be very great 
Oeconomifts. But his Obfervation^ 
that theib Edates melted away, as 

being 
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being very ill.gptren^ is not.:a little 
diverting, jn antAuthof, whp.giyes 
us the firftrlnftanco of his havina; any 
Heligion^ all, by this childiflv <uid 
weak Superftition. If what; he fay^ 
is true, thefe- Miqn had ccrtamly a 
very great Art while tliey were^ ^qv^fi- 
dering their. Revenues in a riotous 
Hofpitalityj to be able ; to p^jforjEn 
filch great things. ; Thus he jmakcs 
them fcraping and luxurious^ pro- 
digal a^d miferable^;, at the £ime 
time. _.: . 

. If the Author had been pleas'd to 
have given us an Account what 
;reat Charities were diipenc*d byhis 
'avourites, the Men .with the large 
Souls, it Would have been very la- 
tisfa<Stpry > bus, upon a ftri(5t Enquiry, 
we fhall find tjiat they were not only 
Very tender of their Money, but even 
the Scraps of their frugal Tables. The , 
Piflfer^nee . in this Cafe is very re- 
markable:: We will only mention a 
fingle liiftance at Lantbeth, the Poor 

A a of 



of which great Parilh were altnoff 
naairitairi'd by the munificent Chari- 
ties of Sheldon arid Sancroff; and 
this was not Scraps, and th6 Rcfufe 
of their hofpitable Tables, but a dai- 
ly Allowance of Meat and Drink , 
provided on purpofe for the Poor. 
But- when his Men of another Stamp 
fiicceedcd, the Gafe was much altcr'd -, 
tJie Churchwardens found more Bufi- 
hcfs oh their Hands, and the Rates 
in their Books daify increas-d ; till at 
laft there was (uch a Reformation at 
Lamhethy.t\iit you might as Well have 
leen a Beggar at^ -ihe ' Sfadthduft- in 
'Amptrdimy '3&- before the Gafe of 
that Palace , cfpecially • within' the 
Reach'of the/Pbrtet's-SiEaffv iBtit we 
can eafily- account' for this wonderful 
Change: There was now a certain 
ftrange Thing within the Walls, of 
that Houfe, which never had been 
feen there for abbve a hundred Years 
before; lac*d Heads, and filk Petti- 
coats, diverted the Money that us'd 

to 
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to be given to the Poor. This gave 

occafion to the T<fr^ Gazetteer to 

exercifc his Wit and Raillery on this 

Subject, in one of his Gazettes at this 

time ; ^ In the Article from London 

he was pleas'd to tell us, that the

the Queen, who had a better Opi- 
nion of the Celibacy, than the mar- 
ried State of the Clergy, never pro- 
duced his Lady publickly in his Pa- 
lace, but kept her in a little Houfe 
adjoining to his Garden-wall, thro* 
which the Convenience of a Poftern 
Door gave him private Aeceis. If 
foj the good old Man had all tho 
Pkadire and Amufement of an In- 
trigue, without the Guilt* 
' It was neither my Dcfign nor In-

(bmc Yerfoiis to charge him with So- 
cinianifm ; but above all, his. known 
Diraflc(5i;ion^ to the Difcipline and 
Morals of the Church of ErjgUnd, 
made ' hini a < very popular ►iavouritd 
with .'all her :Ehcmies, .the. Prbteftam 
Difienters of: eyefy Denomination. As 
to bis Principles of Government, we 
need only tell the following Story, the 
Truth of which was .too uotorioufly 
known to :be now difputed. : Blc:was 
a i^ellowi of- ClarerHMli'm Camhridgt'y 
by v'litm^pi'iz: Mandamus from .the 
Rftmpy in the room, of the. famous 
and loyal Dodor. Curming^ whom 
the Iniquity of thofc Times had .by 
Violence eje(5ted.. Upon the News of 
the Defeat at Worujtir^ after Dinner 
in the Hall, when he was to return 
Thanks for another Man's Meat, 
which he had wrongfiilly eaten, he 
call'd for the Tables, in which the 
College Grace was written, and with 
his own Hand, out of Zeal to the 
Caufe, inferred thele Words : Et 
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frdfertim pro nupcra Vi^oria^ iH 
jigro Vigomienfiy contra Carolum 
Stuarcum reportata. This is the Mad 
whom our Author fb much magni- 
fies; tho*, if fomc Perfons, who out 
of Modcfty, or for fome other worfe 
Reafbns, are unwilling to appear in 
publick, would openly avow, what 
they own to know of this Matter, he 
had not fo much rea(bn to value 
himielf upon the Friendfhip of Dr« 
^ffotfort, who was a little ungrateful 
in this Point, in not having an equal 
Opinion of Dr. Burnet. Iii anfwer 
to what he {ays, that this great Man 
brought the Citizens of London from 
their Diflike to the Church of Bng-* 
iand^ we can eafily account for that 
Matter; it being no Wonder, that 
the Party difaffedbed to the Govern^ 
ment in Church and State, fhould be 
more willing to follow a Paftor who 
had preach'd to them before in that 
Aliembly, which we now call a Con* 
yenticle, and who was of the iame 

Prin* 
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Principles with thole Trumpct^r^. of 
Sedition, who had led them into the 
great Rebellion againft Charles I.

and Tricks he had fo much difgrac'd. 
It is pity Dr. Burnet had not thought' 
fit in this Ramble to have made the. 
Tour of French Flanders^ that Sir 
Harbottle Grimftones Chaplain might 
have been faluted by the Cannon from, 
the Ramparts in every Town that he 
pafs'd. This Compliment would cer- 
tainly have been paid to a Perfon fo 
diftinguifli'd in France, as to have had .

This Bhodo- 
montade muft give no fmall Diverfi- 
on in FrancCi where there are fo many 
illuftrious and abkr Pens ; befides the 
Advantage of being Natives, Men in 
all refpc&s fo much better qualify'd 
for fo great a Task, without the Ab- 
furdity of employing a Scotch Him- 
not to defend the Caufc, and adorn the 
Triumphs of Louis le Grand, who 
now at this Time was in the Meridian 
of all his Greatnefs. But what makes 
all thefe^ Gasconades the more fufpi- 
cious and improbable, is the Account 
which a little before he himfelf has 
given of the ftri<5t and dangerous AI- 
Eance at this Jundture between 'Eng*' 
land and France. This, if true, 
would make the Condu<5t of the 
French King, if he defign'd to keep 
any Meafures witii his Brother and 
AUie, very unaccountable, thus to oi 
verwhclm with Favours and Marb of

in a Kind of Rebellion, in open De- 
fiance, and had flown in the Face of 
the King his Mailer.

Whoever had. the Ge- 
nius and fine Tafle to be pleas'd with 
that extraordinary Performance, muft

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be the beft Judge of Wit and LearZ 
ning in zW France.. Tho' it is very 
well known, that the Prince of Come 
was bred in a Camp from a very 
Boy } the Broils and civil Combufti- 
dns in which he was engag'd fo ma* 
i^y Years, befides the long Wars in 
which, he commanded afterward^ let 
his Genius and Natural Parts be ne- 
ver fo great, could not have afford- 
ed him Leifure to qualify himfelf 
to be the bell Judge of Books and 
Literature in one of the moft learn- 
ed Countries in the World. But if 
the French were fo weak, as to have 
any great Opinion of him, Mon- 
(ieur Thevenot has difabus'd his 
Country-men. 

He now returns into England^ 
where he -renews his Prejudices, and 
after his ufual Rate pours out his 
fcandalpus Invedives againft the Ad- 
miniftration.

If all 
thefe good Qualities contain any 
Virtues, the Author very much a- 
bufes his Reader, wheii he paints a 
King adorn'd with fo many Excel- 
lencies, in the hideous Colours of 
a Tyrant and Monfter in Vice. 

Dr. Burnet fays he was cruel, my 
Lord MsilgravCi of a merciful Dii- 
pofition.' The Reader may eafily 
oetcrmine which to believe, whert

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this unjuft Man is fo unluckily abfurd, 
as to tax a Prince with the want of 
Bowels, who was remarkable for the 
_Xontrary Quality ; whofe Mercy, in 
Regard to himlelf and Friends, was 
his greateft Fault ; who fuffercd in 
his Reputation both at home and a* 
broad by a too general and haily 
Indulgence to his Enemies^ in fcreen- 
ing them from the Juftice of his Par- 
liaments, in lefiening the Number 
defign'd to be excepted, and pre- 
cipitating an Ad: of Indemnity 
before they deferv'd that Good- 
nefs. 

Not content to give him all the 
ill Qualities that he could imagine 
in human Nature, he thinks fit to 
compare him v/ith one of die moft 
flagitious of the Roman Emperours f 
and to fupport his Parallel, he tells 
you they were like in Countenance, 
and that he faw a Statue of Tiberius 
at RomCi which fo refembled King 
Charles^ as if it had been made for

But 
fuppofirtg ii made fpr Tikrm, k 
is poilibie, it might not belike him; 
we fee at this Day in catching the 
Likencfs, both Painters and Statua- 
ries, tho; very great Aitifts, fomc- 
timcs fail. But we will for once al- 
low that King Charles refembled 
^ibefm in Vilage, it will not follow 
that he mu^ be like him in Manners. 
My Lord opklulgra've has deftroy'd

Without the ' fame Motives 
and Reafons, both for their Banjj(hr

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:, But Tiberius was not banifli'd at 
all: This unlucky Man miftakes in 
;he Hiftory of other Countries, as 
much as in his own j he made a 
voluntary Retreat to the Iflc of 
Abodes, went and came back with the 
I.eave of the Prince to whom he was 
a Subjed: ; Charles was expell'd by 
the K^bellion of his own. Ttberius 
inounted . the Throne, not without 
"Sufpicion of having unfairly remov- 
ed his . .Predeceflbr, to whofe Adop- 
tion he-ow'd all his Pretentions to 
'^mpire ;, Charles -was. calPd lipmc 
to his undoubted Riijfat by the un- 
animous Yoice of his longing Pco- 
pie. ^therms put his Favourites : to 
Heath by an arbitrary and abfolutc 
Jow;er,only to get their Riches; Charles 
Sever difcarded his, till they" had fitft 
betray-d him, and then rcfum'd . not 
the Grants and Bounties that he had 
given. '• With Iiis own good Will, he 
'punifh'd none with Death, but patr- 
don'd Rebels, and them by the 

Laws 
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Laws of his Country, after they ba 
tit'd his Patience by repeated ProvO 
cations, and made his Juftice no 
more neccflary'to his own, than tlfl 
Safety of his Ptople. Tilerius djl 
fembled to over-reach and circuli 
vent the Innocent ; Charles tliro' al: 
folate Ncccrtify to defend himfelf j 
gainft the Dcfigns of the Guilt^ 
Nor was their Condudr and Hal3 
of Life Icfs different than tiieir Marj 
nerS ; the one (hut himfelf up in 
little * Rock, with his Pantomime 
Cataniites, Eunuciis, and other I^( 
ftruments of his unnatural Lufl 
the other in all his Diforders kepf 
himfelf within the Bounds of Nature, 
and was (b far from abfconding. 
concealing his Perfon, that no Kin 
o( England ever expos'd himfelf} 
much to the View of his Subjecl 
not only twice or tlirice yearly <^p,|

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Throne in the great Aflembly of his 
People, but.flicw'd himlelf daily in 
his Parks, Gardens, jor Tennis-Courts, 
where: by his ildtivity^ and Vigour 
he gave his good Subjects Hopes of 
enjoying him long, by adding'iiealth 
to that Lifc^ in.whicb chey bad fol great 
an Inter ell. At lail the Catailrophes 
of thefc two.
